NEW   JERSEY 


I.  POSITION  AND  EXTENT.— New  Jersey,  oue  of  the 
ori;U'iii>il  thirteen  States  of  the  Union,  occupios  a  central  position 
on  the  eiisterii  coiist  of  the  Unitod  States.  It  is  mainlv  between 
tlie  parallels  of  39°  and  41°  north  latitude,  and  the  meridians  of 
74°  and  75°  30'  west  longitude  from  Greenwich. 

The  bonndaries  of  the  State  are  all  natural  ones,  except  tue 
northeru.  These  natural  boundarie-s  are  the  Hudson  Eiver,  Staten 
Island  Sound,  and  the  Atlantic  Ocoan  on  the  east,  and  the  Dela- 
ware River  and  Bay  on  the  west  and  south.  The  northern  bound- 
ary  is  a  straight  line  extending  from  the  junction  of  the  Neversink 
and  Delaware  Rivers  to  where  the  41st  parallel  of  north  latitmle 
cuta  the  west  bank  of  the  Hudson  River. 

The  length  of  the  State,  from  north  to  south,  is  nearly  170 
miles,  and  in  width  it  ranges  from  32  to  60  miles.  Ita  area  is 
8320  Square  miles  (by  State  survey,  7677  Square  miles). 

II.  SÜKFACE.— The  State  is  naturally  divided  into  two 
seetions,  a  hilly  one  in  the  north-west  and  a  level  one  in  the 
south-eaat.  A  liue  joining  Trenton  and  Elizabeth  forms  the 
boundary  betwcen  these  highland  and  lowland  seetions.

VL  SOILi. — There  are  in  the  State  all 
grades  of  .saudy,  loaniy,  and  elayey  soils, — 
fitted  for  all  the  productions  oi'  the  middle 
teniperate  zoue.  The  soiithern  part  of  the 
State,  as  a  whole,  has  a  soil  varyini;  froni 
hianiy  to  sandy.  which  is  easily  wurked,  and 
'liich.  witli  the  addition  of  niarl  and  mher 
li  rtili/j'is.  can  lic  kept  in  a  vrrv  prodnctive 
ciindition.

The  forests  of  the  southern  seetion 
contain  more  ])iiies  and  other  evergreeus  than  those  of  the  north- 
ern, The  lundier  trom  these  trees  is  closer-grained,  harder, 
strenger,  and  more  varied  in  eolor  than  the  hnnber  front  similar 
trees  of  the  Westem  States, 

2,  CuVtivatcrt. — The  position  of  laud  with  refeieuce  to  a 
market  has  much  tu  do  with  the  kinds  of  productions  which  can 
be  most  profitablv  cultivated.  New  Jersey,  situated  between  the 
three  largest  eitles  in  America,  produces  great  (piantities  of 
market-vegetables,  and  is  often  called  "The  Garden  State." 

The  soil  is  well  fitted  for  the  grains,  garden-vegetables,  aud  smail 
frnits.
